Denton county is naturally interest­

S I N U S 
T R O U B L E 


By Dr.WUliam J. Scholes 
AA'e hear a great deal nowadays re­ 
garding sinus trouble—not that it is 
something new—it is as old as the 
sinuses themselves. 
But the medical 
profession has of recent years made 
some 
im portant 
discoveries concern­ 
ing these p arts of the human anato­

What Are the Sinuses? 
The sinuses tire eight small cavities

Purpose of the Sinuses 
Under normal conditions all' passes 
in and out of the sinuses w ith each 
breath, and a certain air pressure ex­ 
ists w ithin the sinus. 
This enables 
them to perform their chief function 
which is to

voice, and they do this in the same 
m anner that the Ihix of a v i o l i n i m ­ 
parts tonal (pmlity to the vibration 
of its strings. 
Without these sinuses 
the

Causes of Sinus Trouble 
Bike mueiins m embrane elsewhere, 
that which lines the sinuses secretes 
a fluid that keeps the surface moist. 
This mucous secretion drains through 
the nose.
